] TS advances, keener competition in world markets and 
a shrinking population of young people argue persuasively for more 
education and skills training in Canada. Statistics show that two- 
thirds of the new jobs being created require high school or more 
education. At the same time, about 30 per cent of high school 
students entering grade nine across Canada drop out before 
completing grade 12. That national average camouflages statistics in 
some northern and isolated communities where the dropout rate is 


far higher, sometimes more than 70 per cent. 


Canada Career Week provides a national 
focus on the future for youth. Under the 
auspices of the Minister of State for 
Youth, the federal government is 
Supporting local schools and other 
community organizations across Canada 
in special events and activities to 
encourage young people to think about 


their careers. 


Canada Career Week encourages the 
community to become directly involved 
with the schools through career fairs, 
visits to work places and other 
orientation events. 

It offers a valuable opportunity for 
business and community leaders to help 
influence career decisions of young 
people. 

They can demonstrate, in tangible ways, 
the direct links between classroom 
studies and the future ability to earn a 
living. 

Perhaps more important, they can also 
demonstrate that quality of life is often 
influenced by the level of education 
attained. 

More than 1,000 communities in Canada 
now support their youth through Canada 
Career Week activities.

Career Week and offered support from the native perspective. It was the first time 
natives were involved." 

"| talked to the Native Counsellor in North Bay. . ." 

"The Native Resource Centre was really interested." 

Ms. Trudeau works with the 70 native students attending the Espanola High 


School, which has a total population of 1,000. Her key project last year was | 
arranging sessions with Bob Salvisburg, a guidance counsellor for the Waterloo 
Region Roman Catholic School Board, who has had extensive experience with native | 
youth in the James Bay region and participated in a native guidance course given at 
Laurentian University in Sudbury last summer. 

"He spoke with parents first, giving them ideas of how to encourage their 
children to stay in school. Then, we had a session with the students. He gave them 
ideas of what they should look at when considering careers, things to do in different 
situations. For example, how to get another credit if that is what's keeping them 


from continuing." 

More than 40 parents--representing a large percentage of families with high 
school students--attended and Ms. Trudeau says interest was extremely high. | 
Students themselves also praised the thought-provoking ideas and suggestions 
presented by Mr. Salvisburg. 

Ms. Trudeau also visited the Sacred Heart Elementary School because "they | 
should be introduced to what they should be looking for at career fairs and other 
events. | gave them guidance on questions to ask others, to ask themselves and 
where to look for material." 

Canada Career Week T-shirts made great prizes and she laminated the CCW

SYDNEY MINES, N. S.--Students are 
among the planners in the Northside 
Victoria District School Board when 
Canada Career Week activities are on 
the agenda, says Victor Gouthro, system 
co-ordinator for the board. 

"We've got a high school co-op 
program here so we get those students 
to help, particularly in arranging for 
Canada Career Week speakers," 
he explains. 

In co-operative education programs, 
students combine practical, on-the-job 
experience with classroom work to gain 
their high school credits. Mr. Gouthro 
says the program in his district involves 
Grade 11 and 12 students. At least one 
of them participates in the CCW 
planning committee along with a 
guidance counsellor, another teacher 
and Mr. Gouthro.

year was Gouthro's 
when he began involving the students 
in planning and managing visits by 
various speakers to the classes. 

He hasn't been constrained by the 
seven-day emphasis on _ careers 
indicated by the special week: the local 
newspaper now carries a bi-weekly 
career column and, in March, there was 
a display in a downtown mall as part of 
the Nova Scotia Teachers’ Union 
promotion of "Education Today."

Competition for his time--he acknowledges that his problem is typical for guidance 
counsellors everywhere--is illustrated by Mr. Kensett interrupting his discussions to 
pass on summer work information to the steady stream of students passing through 
the student centre. 


Mr. Kensett may be too modest. Every graduating student gets "five or six pounds" 
of material in a kit the school assembles. When parents come for parent-teacher 
meetings, they receive career information, and bundles of material are now being 
put together for elementary students on the threshold of high school. 


"The emphasis is on study skills for the 
children coming out of elementary 
school," he says. "They get some 
material on the environment, a 
handbook for their parents and a Stay- 
in-School button. We give parents 
everything we can such as bulletins and 
brochures. We drag them to our 
computers to show them what resources 
we have for students looking at careers. 
It is hard to get at parents of high 
school students but, when we do, we 
give them everything." 


Lake of Two Mountains is about 4o 
kilometres west of Montreal, a French- 
English community that shared its 
heyday with the railways. Mr. Kensett 
says many of the students have never 
been to Montreal, underscoring the 
importance of career information. There 
are about 450 students in the high 
school--"small enough to care, large 
enough to compete." 


Mr. Kensett says university and CEGEP 
representatives visit the school during 
the first term, an important feature since 
Quebec students must attend a two-year 
CEGEP program for university entrance. 


Wrestling with the "must do" workload 
that has become heavier with fewer staff 
has Mr. Kensett constantly looking for 
activities that bring big results with 
relatively small personal effort. 


"I'd like the students to go on career- 
related field trips but there's no money. 
| am hoping, though, that | can get 
businesses in the community to sponsor 
some activities for the students. If they 
could take on a bit of the work, it would 
make a big difference."

TAILORED TO NEEDS 


LAKE OF TWO MOUNTAINS--A handful of 
high school students here are finding a 


way out from between the infamous 
rock and a hard place through a new 
program at the Lake of Two Mountains 
High School. 


Called ACE, the two-year program was 
designed for students who must attend 
school but are unable to handle 


conventional training: they can't 
graduate, they can't get into trades and 


they can't leave school. 


"They are the type of student who, 
because of circumstances, hang around 
classes and become discipline 
problems," says John Kensett, student 


services co-ordinator. 


In the first year of the program, the 
students have two short work terms 
where the school finds positions for 
them and the rest of the time is in the 
classroom where the lessons in math 
and language are directly related to real 
life experiences--working on a budget, 
for example. ' 


In the second year, more time is spent 
on the job with fewer days in the 
classroom. At the end, students receive 
credits and a certificate that indicates 
both their classroom and on-the-job 
experience and performance. 


STARTED 


Teachers involved say there has been a 
dramatic change in the attitude of the 
students and Mr. Kensett says, "They 
get turned on by learning. Suddenly, 
they get keen about school." 


In the classroom, the action doesn't 
take a conventional format. Television, 
films and videos play an important role, 
recognizing the dominant role video has 
in the students’ lives. Part of an 
assignment, for example, may be to 
analyze a television commercial, its 
construction, its messages and its 


effectiveness. 


Mr. Kensett has high hopes for the 
program, saying the students involved 
are realistic in their expectations. Most, 
at the end of the course, will move into 
the work force, some with employers 
who have come to know them through 
the work terms.

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ADULTS AND STUDERTS 
EXAMINE OPTIONS 


30,000 SET CAREER FAIR RECORD 


WINNIPEG--More than thirty thousand adults and students rubbed shoulders as they 
examined more than 300 career options at the biggest ever Manitoba Career Symposium. 


Organized by a volunteer committee, the annual event began 12 years ago to help 
youth in examining career opportunities. Now, however, a tough job market has 
adults making up about a third of the symposium visitors. 

"We had truck drivers and laid-off meat cutters come to our booth asking questions 
about a career in nursing," said Winnifred Warkentin of the Manitoba Association of 
Registered Nurses. 


Walter Nedokus, was seeking options to his hotel desk clerk job. "I want 
something that has potential. The service industry doesn't pay well."My first 
goal is to make it to the poverty line," he said, comparing his $20,000 annual income 
with the $27,000 Statistics Canada sets as the poverty line for a family of four. 


A lot of information was available to him. More than 100 exhibitors offered material 
on occupations ranging from truck driving to engineering and fashion designing. 
InterOptions, a computer career selection program, was provided by Employment 
and Immigration Canada. The user responds to 50 statements about their interests. 
From that information, the computer compiles a printout of career choices available. 


Theme of this year's symposium "Be Bright--Stay In School" reflects the need of 
education and its impact on career choices. The symposium offered information on a 
wide spectrum of occupations, offering visitors an up-to-date picture of current wages, 
job outlook, and education and skill level requirements. 


Sponsors of the symposium, which attracted visitors from a 150-mile radius of 
Winnipeg, included Employment and Immigration Canada, Manitoba Education and 
Training, Manitoba School Counsellors’ Association and the Manitoba Teachers’ Society.

WINNIPEG--Although more than half the 
population of Manitoba resides in 
Winnipeg, the rest of the province 
doesn't take a back seat in promoting 
Canada Career Week.

KELOWNA--The steadily growing Canada 
Career Week observations in this 
Okanagan centre resulted last year in 
an unusual recommendation to Employ- 
ment and Immigration Canada for its 
Outstanding Team Award. 


Nominations for the award are for 
departmental employees from across 
Canada but Bob McFarland, manager of 
the CEC in Kelowna, said CCW is such a 
community effort, more than employees 
should be recognized. Simply being 
nominated for the award is considered 
prestigious in EIC with its 25,000 
employees. 


Mr. McFarland's nomination included 13 
CEC employees plus representatives 
from Okanagan College, School District 
#23, the provincial Ministry of Advanced 
Education and the Kelowna Chamber of 
Commerce. 


He said CCW began in 1979 as a CEC 
project but rapidly outgrew both 
facilities and the capacity of staff to deal 
with the volume. 


Each day of Canada Career Week is 
devoted to a particular topic with a 
different organization giving leadership. 
The week culminates in the Career Fair, 
a Sunday event that draws thousands 
of adults and students to see more 
exhibitors and

representatives. 
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SCIENCE CULTURE CANADA 


Science Culture Canada is a $2.5 million federal program that funds projects 
designed to bring the excitement and potential of science and technology to 
Canadians, especially young people. Funds are divided between single projects and 
the varied activities of groups whose raison d'être is promoting science and 
technology. A committee of non-government experts in science and technology from 
across Canada reviews applications and recommends recipients. Competitions for 
funds are held twice a year, with application deadlines of October 15 and April 15. 
Demand is high; only 30 per cent of applications have been funded in recent years. 
Recent projects include: 
e Award-winning Owl and Chickadee magazines, best-selling Dr. Zed books and 
critically acclaimed OWL TV, all of which bring science and nature to life for 
children. These are produced by the Young Naturalist Foundation. 


+ Oxygen, What a Gas, a fast-paced film produced by Medicinema. The film brings 
an eccentric jazz band, cartoons, astronauts, Sir Edmund Hillary and a sense of 
humour to oxygen and its role in the body, rust and fire.

CANADA CAREER WEEK IS A YEAR-LONG ACTIVITY AT THE COLLEGE DE 
L'OUTAOUAIS WHERE, EACH WEEK, REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
UNIVERSITIES AND CORPORATIONS ARE INVITED TO DISCUSS CAREER 


OPPORTURITIES WITH STUDENTS. 


"It works very well," says counsellor Yvette Filion who is responsible for the 
program and for the concentrated effort during Canada Career Week itself. 


She says she has had no difficulty in getting spokespeople to visit the school, nor is 
there a shortage of students attending the voluntary career sessions. 


Last year, Ms. Filion orchestrated five days of special emphasis on careers for the 


3,200 students at the two campuses of the Collége. 

"Many students in the three-year program know what they want from their careers | 
and this helps give them more exposure and information. For others who are still 
uncertain, it can be a real learning experience." 

As part of the initiative, instructors in the French language program assign an essay | 
on careers to students which "helps get total participation". Ms. Filion says the 
essays are judged, prizes are awarded and the winners are 
published in the campus newspaper. 


The other activities during CCW last year included an exhibit area where Employment 
and Immigration's Choices program was featured. There were visits from 
representatives of 20 French institutions of higher learning, information sessions 
with various professional associations and a wide range of plant visitations ranging 
from high tech manufacturing to media outlets. 


Ms. Filion acknowledges that organizing the week is labour intensive and that she'll 
be looking for more help from colleagues and support staff in 1992.

_ The students, drawn from 53 schools in 


Edmonton and district, received career 
information, visited with people 
representing various occupations and 
participated in a variety of contests. 
While the impetus for the Canada Career 
Week fair comes from the five Canada 
Employment Centres that make up the 
metro Canada Employment and 
Immigration organization, it has rapidly 
expanded into a community-driven 
activity. 


Sheila Butt, community relations co- 
ordinator for CEIC, says there is a broad 
base of support that is reflected in the 
dramatic increase in the size of the fair. 
Two years ago, attendance was about 
25 per cent of last year's total and Ms. 
Butt says a change to more spacious 
Surroundings in 1992 will draw more 
participants--and sponsors. 


GETTING STARTED 


Scholarship funds came from eight post-secondary education institutions who paid 
booth rentals. Ms. Butt says the scholarships were a big attraction. Winners were 
chosen through a draw, so it had nothing to do with academic achievement or 
performance. 

The winner must, however, have attended the fair and must plan to enrol as a 
"full-time student in a post-secondary education program within five years of 
completing their high school education". The money is held in trust by the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce until claimed.

The winner received a mountain bike and there were other prizes provided by 
commercial organizations. 


Ms. Butt said not all prizes, however, had a monetary value. There were 43 career 
booths available for student visits with occupations that ranged from bank teller to 
funeral director to geologist. Students in organized groups were allowed to select 
five booths to visit, plus one post-secondary education booth, and then had some 
time for "free flow" through the exhibit area. 


Exhibitors were drawn from the occupations identified and the visiting students were 
invited to enter a draw for a job-shadowing day with someone from each 
occupation. 


Ms. Butt says the organizing committee began meeting with school board officials 
early in 1992 in planning this year's activities. 


"We want to make sure that the students’ 


needs are being met.” 


While the fair itself is the highlight of Canada Career Week activity, the organizing 
committee works with schools to prepare students in advance of the visits and has 
recommendations for post-visit activities. Pre-visit activities include preparing 
questions to ask employers and reviewing Canada Career Week materials. Post-visit 
suggestions include making class presentations, mapping out a career plan based on 
information gleaned at the fair and inviting adults from various occupations to visit 


classes.

PO COMPANIES AND SCHOOLS HELP 
MAKE CAREER DaY A SUCCESS 


To say that the Career Day held by Polyvalente Saint-Jérôme was a resounding 
success would be a considerable understatement. Indeed, this event surpassed 
everyone's expectations. Career Day took place November 12, a mere three days 
No less than 50 CEGEPs, 


universities, companies and public corporations were represented. 


after Canada Career Week officially came to an end. 


Several of the CEGEPs were from the greater Montreal area (including Saint-Laurent, 
Saint-Hyacinthe and Ahuntsic), but some had come from as far away as Trois- 
Rivieres. The University of Ottawa, McGill University and the Université du Québec a 
Montréal were in attendance, along with such institutions as the Institut de tourisme 
et d'hôtellerie du Québec, l'École Nationale d'aérotechnique and Collège LaSalle. 


Polyvalente Saint-Jérôme was proud to greet strong delegations from the Canadian 
Armed Forces, Hydro-Québec, Air Transat and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
whose large, sophisticated booths attracted a good portion of the 2,700 students 
who had come to learn about the career options offered by these major employers. 


The secret of Career Day 5 success 


Bringing together 50 exhibitors for a one-day event is, to say the least, no small 
feat. Gilles Fournier, one of the Career Day organizers, cites unfailing team work as 
the reason Polyvalente Saint-Jérôme was able to achieve and even exceed its 
objectives. "First of all, to stage such a complex event requires a commitment on 
The school 
management has to believe in the project, support our efforts and, where needed, 


the part of the entire school, not just a small group of individuals. 


provide financial assistance," explains Mr. Fournier, a Grade 11 ethics teacher. 
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"The whole school put its energy and enthusiasm into seeing this project through. 
Sure, it was a formidable task, but we proved that it could be done." The project 
could not have succeeded without the assistance of the school's guidance 
counsellors, vocational specialists, Student Services and especially Recreational 
Services. Mr. Fournier points out that Recreational Services provided nearly 50 per 
cent of the physical organization, including the site preparations and decoration. 
Teachers in this department and 20 or so of their students went the extra mile to 
prepare the room in just one night. 


The art of good planning 


At Polyvalente Saint-Jérôme, planning activities for Career Day begin in May, six 
months before the event itself. The organizers form committees (education, 
advertising and so on), set firm deadlines for each of the tasks at hand and 
determine the material needs of each exhibitor. Once this has been done, they 
design a plan showing the layout of the booths and related services. 


But all these efforts would go for naught if not for the rigorous follow-up conducted 
after the official invitations are sent out. The task of recruiting potential exhibitors 
and keeping after them fell primarily to Mr. Fournier and his colleague, Charles Senécal. 


"When you add it ali up, we must have spent 
several days on the phone,” 


jokes Mr. Senécal. First, they had to find out whom to send the invitations to in 
each potential exhibitor's school or business, instead of just addressing the letters, 
"to whom it may concern". They then followed up with these people by telephone. 
"You can't take shortcuts if you want to succeed. This applies as much to doing well 
in school and at work as it does to staging a career fair," says Mr. Fournier. 


Participants reactions 


According to the organizers we spoke with, everyone involved in Career Day had 
nothing but praise for this exciting event. The youngsters asked so many questions 
that some exhibitors were left hoarse and exhausted by day's end. "That's to be 
expected on Career Day," says Mr. Fournier, "because the students get straight, 
dependable answers on the training programs and professions that interest them. 


Many of the students came home loaded with brochures and assured the organizers 
they would study them carefully, as they contained valuable information that could 


help the students choose a career path. 


This was the second annual Career Day and, if Gilles Fournier is right, the third (to 
be held next November) will see even more participants. After talking with him and 
his highly motivated colleagues, no one doubts they will rise to the challenge!

- invite media to attend 
- arrange information kits 


CCW minus one day - dry-run for problems 


CCW Launch - make certain microphones work 
- double check mechanical equipment 
- bask in success
